PETITION TO WITHDRAW HOLDING OF ABANDONMENT 

UNDER 37 C.F.R. § 1.181(a) 

Dear Sir: 

Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.181(a) and MPEP § 711.03(c), Applicant petitions the Director to 
withdraw the holding of abandonment based on evidence that a reply was timely mailed or filed. 

MPEP § 71 1.03(c) states, in part, "applicants may establish that a reply was filed with a 
postcard receipt that properly identifies the reply and provides prima facie evidence that the reply was 
timely filed" and further states, "For example, if the application has been held abandoned for failure to 
file a reply to a first Office action, and applicant has a postcard receipt showing that an amendment 
was timely filed in response to the Office action, then the holding of abandonment should be 
withdrawn upon the filing of a petition to withdraw the holding of abandonment." Applicant submits 
herewith a copy of such a postcard receipt showing receipt of the timely-filed reply by the Patent and 
Trademark Office on March 13, 2006. 

Moreover, Applicant notes the reply was scanned by the Office and is accessible via the private 
PAIR system, with the private PAIR system also showing a receipt date of March 13, 2006. Applicant 
further notes the certificate of mailing under 37 C.F.R. § 1.8 included with the reply shows a date of 
mailing of March 7, 2006, which Applicant notes is within the statutory reply period for the Office
